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Bourassa Shuffles Cabinet 
After Four Days of Strife 


QUEBEC (CP* — Tbe hot civil seme* 
portfolio changeci hands Friday as Quebec 
Premier Robert Bourassa set up a working 
group to head off public service disputes of 
the type that has led to a province-wide wave 
ol labor turmoil. 

Hie announcement was made as the prov¬ 
ince went through its fourth consecutive day 
of strikes, demonstrations and disruptions ol 
work in the public and private aector 

Bourassa issued a statement at tlie start 
of an evening newa conference, saying the 
c.vH service, portfolio had been -iwitelied to 
Labor Minister Jean Cbumoyer from Jean- 
Pa ul L’Allier, who will bead tue new- working 
group. 

L Allier also remains cominunicatiuns 
minister and Cburnoyer, successor to the late 
Pierre La port# in the labor portfolio, will 
keep that job as well. 

The premier said the task of the working 
group wiU be to examine the w hole question 


(4 laLxo relations in lie public and para- 
public sectors of the Quebec economy . 

An 11-day general strike in the province 
last month by more than 200.000 public em¬ 
ployees led to sentencing of three top labor 
leaders to one-year prison terms. They en¬ 
tered prison Tuesday, touching off the round 
of protests that continued to mount Friday 

The premier said the working group will 
be charged with finding ways to avoid ‘cer¬ 
tain difficult situations of the kind that came 
up in hospitals during the last public strike." 

Bourassa also told reporters at the news 
conference that the changes received unani¬ 
mous approval from the cabinet. 

L’Allier had made a statement on the 
public service dispute earlier in the day in 
the lialionaJ assembly, saying a two-year 
contract would be ready to be imposed next 
month by the government. 

As the government moves were unveiled 
and the nwmai work week ended, thousand* 


of Quepecer* remained the job, from 
Sept-Iles. a St Lawrence Gulf port in the 
northeast, to Rouyn-Noranda, near the On¬ 
tario border in the northwest. 

Late, in the day. officials of the Alliance 
des Professeurs de Montreal, reported getting 
several anonymous teleplwne calls Friday 
saying president Robert Chagnon had been 
kidnapped. Police said later they had t>een 
told by relatives he was in Quebec CHy. and 
in no danger. 

A 24-hour strike by CBC journalists began 
at 6 p.m. Friday, halting newsroom work in 
French and English in the province. 

Another 24-hour walkout began near mid- 
afternoon Friday at Le Soleil here and the 
nnming daily was not expected to publish 
today. 

In Montreal newsroom employees at Le 
Dev oir-said they w ould hold a 24-liour strike 
at that morning daily at an “opportune but 
unspecified time. 


The Star. The Gazette and La Presse all 
said they would publish today. 

The CBC workers voted 53 to 44 across the 
province to walk out. At least some English- 
language members of the newsroom staffs 
were reported unhappy with die action. 

Tliere has been no firm estimate of the 
number of workers out at any given time 
across die province. There are about 702,000 
uniop members among Quebec’s work force 
of 2.344.000. 

A union rally that ended peacefully tn 
Montreal Friday drew between 4,000 and 
5.000 persons. Elsewhere in Montreal, one 
man was arrested for cutting cables on a 
parked subway train, police said. 

The provincial capital and Montreal were 
hit hard, especially in the area of com¬ 
munications, a favorite target of protesters

OTTAWA (CP)—En- 
v ironmert Minister Jack 
Davis said Friday he still 
hopes the United States 
can be persuaded not to 
ship Alaskan oil by tank¬ 
er close to the B.C. coast. 

He said his department has 
not given up attempting to 
dissuade the U.S. oil com¬ 
panies from taking oil from the 
trans-Alaska pipeline to 
Cherry Point, Wash., for re¬ 
fining and shipment to the 
Midwest.

LONDON (Reuter) — British Rail chiefs an¬ 
nounced Friday a 32-hour nationwide shutdown of 
train services this weekend to counter slowdowns 
by rail workers. 

Trains wi(l stop running from Saturday night 
to Monday morning. Officials said this was the 
longest halt in services since the railroads were 
nationalized in 1948. except for a similar case In 
1968. 

The blow fell as rail workers began their 
second, go-slow in three weeks, upsetting train 
schedules and dosing some stations.

You aren't alone. Others 
have the same problem you 
are having, and around the 
same age. and sometimes 
younger, and sometimes 
older. 

Some of the common causes 
are worry, fear, fatigue, sheer 
loss of self-confidence, the 
grind of day-to-day living that 
saps energy - emotional as 
well as physical - and lack of 
some break in the long pat¬ 
tern of life, bills and work. It 
is true that some physical 
illness can be involved, but 


that usually shows up in other 
ways. 

In a word, the emotional 
aspects, ~by and large, are 
vastly more important than 
physical ones. 

Without knowing your hus¬ 
band, or ever having exam¬ 
ined him, I have to do a good 
deal of guessing — but can It 
be that after his heart attack 
he began to worry about con¬ 
serving his strength? That 
wouldn’t be unreasonable, 
would it? 

And the longer he worries, 
and the more self-doubts he 
has, the less he is able to 
make love. And the longer he 
doesn’t, the more sure he be¬ 
comes that he can't. 

So for starters, I think he 
should go back to his doctor 
— and the longer he post¬ 
pones it the harder the task — 
and Just get himself checked 
over. If he’ll just ask the 
direct question, whether there 
is any reason he shouldn’t en¬ 
gage in sex, fine!

Me Phillips 
and failed in a bid for an of¬ 
ficial recount. 

The following year Isher¬ 
wood lost the Liberal nomina¬ 
tion to David Groos and, in a 
party split, rejected Groos’ 
plea for party unity.

Of Earth Gas 


HOUSTON — Scientists released the first 
pictures taken by a $2 million gold-plated camera 
on board Apollo 16 Friday, revealing that a third 
ring of gas surrounds the Earth. 

This ring of gas was hidden from observers on 
Earth by two other dense gaseous layers. 

The scientists also announced they have found 
the sample of rocks which may contain the first 
organisms returned from the moon. 

The sample was taken from an area of the 
moon that was underneath a rock overhang and 
thus in a permanent shadow. 71118 overhang pro¬ 
tected it from the sun’s searing rays which would 
have baked out organisms from any other samples 
returned by Apollo astronauts. 

Dr. Thornton Page, chief engineer for the 
ultraviolet camera on the Apollo 16 capsule, said 
the third ring around the Earth is composed of 
dense layers of oxygen and nitrogen. 

Page and other astronomers from the Naval 
Research Laboratory said during a news confer¬ 
ence at the Manned Spacecraft Centre that the 209 
photographs taken from the moon by the ultra¬ 
violet camera gave scientists their first look at 
gas clouds in space obscured from Earth’s tele¬ 
scopes by our planet’s own gases.

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The Search for Security 


tT IS THE THINKING OF MANY European poli- 
A ticians that as long as West Germany and her 
* Polish and Russian near-neighbors have misgivings 
about their frontier problems, and as long as the 
German re-unification dream remains a reality, 
fear will be a factor in the continuing instability of 
central Europe. 

That is why the prospect of a European securi¬ 
ty conference next spring Is being embraced with 
so much enthusiasm, particularly by Great Britain, 
France and the Soviet Union. And it is the latter 
which, up to now, has been the loudest drum 
beater. 

There are two good and obvious reasons for 
the Russian concern. Foremost is an anxiety for a 
stabilization of relationships with the West because 
of the uncertainties on the Asian frontiers that 
show no signs of immediate improvement. Second¬ 
ary, perhaps, is the awareness at t^ie gremlin of 
the really significant steps being taken by the 
Western democracies towards realization of the 
vision of a United States of Europe, and the time, 
now within measuring distance, when this union 
would become a fourth dimension In the world 
power structure. A tertiary consideration, and one 
entangled with the Russian interpretation of ac¬ 
ceptable military balance, is the United States’ par¬ 
ticipation in European defence. Progress towards a 
security goal, it can be argued, would encourage a 
disengagement in Europe by the United States, a 
desirable development from the Russian point of 
view. 

But a first requisite before a satisfactory ap¬ 
proach to discussion of security can be made is the 
ratification of the non-aggression treaties between 
West Germany and Poland and the Soviet Union. 
Signed nearly two years ago, they only await West 
Germany's parliamentary acceptance before they 


become operative. Warsaw and Moscow assent al¬ 
ready is assured. 

The impasse at Bonn continues, however. In a 
few days, It should be resolved, since a decisive 
vote has been postponed from Wednesday. And it Is 
now generally conceded that Chancellor Willy 
Brandt’s hopes will be realized, since the so- far-in¬ 
transigent leader of the Opposition, Dr. Rainer 
Barzel, seems to have accepted the assurance that 
Russia will accept Bonn’s Interpretation of the 
treaties’ terms. 

More than that, Dr. Barzel seems satisfied 
with Herr Brandt’s denial that in ratification West 
Germany is a bleating all claims on former Ger¬ 
man territory now part of Poland and Russia. The 
chancellor argues that it is impossible to give away 
what the nation hasn’t got. 

Even if, on some other issue, the Brandt ad¬ 
ministration were to fall, it is generally believed 
Dr. Barzel would pursue his opponents Ostopolitik 
at least to the extent of ratification of the treaties. 

In Britain, The Spectator expresses a widely 
held point of view that in spite of realization that 
another war in Europe would mean its certain de¬ 
struction, it could be precipitated “through mud¬ 
dle, confusion and fear.” A European security 
conference could remove these causes of instability. 

A meeting between East and West is now held 
more of a probability than a possibility. A recom¬ 
mendation for initial consideration is a joint, stand¬ 
ing conference of NATO and Warsaw Pact repre¬ 
sentatives, with French participation, charged with 
“the military role of watchdog and the political 
role of doing the preparatory work for a new peace 
treaty.” 

It would be a very welcome advance along a 
path recommended by Sir Winston Churchill, who, 
more than any other figure of his day, saw the at¬ 
tractive prospect at the end of it 


Decision Stands 


I T WAS ON DECEMBER 3 of last year that 
United States Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. 
Morton said that he was “confident that we have 
covered all the environmental stipulations and that 
a permit will be issued.” There was the decision on 
the Alaska oil pipeline. That was five months and 
eight days from last Thursday when he said the 
same thing again, rejecting what has been called a 
“late-blooming” Canadian compromise line through 
the Mackenzie River valley overland to Chicago. 

The inland Yukon line might have saved the 
day had Canada been able to produce a firm plan 
of financing and routing in the interim. It is unlike¬ 
ly that anything else could have changed Mr. Mor¬ 
ton’s mind. And aide is quoted in Tne Christian 
Science Monitor as saying that there were only two 
ciivumstances under which this could have come 
about. One was “If the Canadians could pull a rab¬ 
bit from their hat” on the Mackenzie route, or if 
unexpected calamities” occurred, such as a major 
earthquake on the Pacific coast or a disastrous oil 
spill, to remind the American people of similar 
dangers associated with the Prudhoe Bay Valdez 
line and tanker trans-shipment. 

It would seem that reminders should not be 
needed; that enough has been said about past expe¬ 


riences, and that the dangers are firmly es¬ 
tablished. 

Anyway, these things were not to be. And it is 
wishful thinking, as perhaps it has been all along, 
that a reversal of the long-made decision is possi¬ 
ble. Actual start of the installation of the pipe, 
stockpiled in Alaska even before an application for 
the line was made, may be held up a while longer. 
An injunction still is held by environmentalists 
whose day in court is not yet over. It could end 
quickly, though, now that Mr. Morton has spoken 
again. 

The pipeline opponents may be cheered by the 
decision of the U.S. Appeals Court that Canadian 
environmentalists will be heard along with their 
American counterparts in arguments against the 
undertaking. But all signs point to this being an ex¬ 
ercise in futility. 

They must realize this, and it is to be hoped 

they will show as much determinination now, as 
they have in fighting the inevitable, on getting the 
Canadian government to provide the utmost in 
safeguards against the tanker terror. 

Much has been said but there has not been suf¬ 
ficient material evidence of concern on the part of 
Canadian authorities over the ruination that is so 
close.

O FF hand thera teems no 
reason why Canadians 
should object to the sugges¬ 
tion by Washington State Gov¬ 
ernor Dan Evans that the 
United States make a substan¬ 
tial monetary contribution to¬ 
wards conserving and foster¬ 
ing the Frasar River salmon 
run. 

Sincerity of the governor's 
concern for the conservation 
of this valuable international 
resource would be more man¬ 
ifest to British Columbians 
however, if he would use his 
political and official prestige 
in support of Canadian efforts 
to save the marine life of the 
region from the menace of oil 
pollution occasioned by the 
announced intention of the oil 
companies to ship vast quanti¬ 
ties of oil by giant tankers 
through the narrow fog-bound 
and erratic tidal currents of 
the channels among west 
coast offshore islands.

Canadian government, having 
spent a lot of money on Mr. 
Davis’s conservation and dev¬ 
elopment measures (hat¬ 
cheries. etc.) will claim more 
than its 50 per cent share of 
the catch. He wants Uncle 
Sam to keep pace by match¬ 
ing U.S. expenditures, with 
those of Canada. 

This seems unobjectionable 
i>ecause the greater and more 
far-reaching the conservation 
measures, the greater the 
stocks of fish for the people of 
both countries.

Two Steps Forward, One Back 


r [E collective sigh of relief 
businessmen an both sides 
of the border are heaving 
over the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment's foreign investment 
regulations is a hit prema¬ 
ture. 

Admittedly, the long-fer¬ 
menting political brew that 
worried the business commu¬ 
nity appeared to have no fizz 
in it when it was finally un¬ 
corked last **ek. 

Leaving investment in new 
enterprises, as well as expan¬ 
sion of established companies 
untouched, it only requires 
foreign investors seeking to 
buy out, or lake over, an 
existing Canadian business 
“to demonstrate that the pur¬ 
chase will result in significant 
benefit to Canada.’* 

Coming after two years of 
•peculation about restrictions 
and tough screening of all 
foreign investment, this is in¬ 
deed a very mild measure 
which merely institutionalizes 
what the government has 
been doing anyway on an ad 
hoc basis. But It is obviously 
only the beginning of an even¬ 
tually comprehensive foreign 
investment control scheme. In 
its announcement of the 
screening of takeovers the 
government left the door open 
for “other approaches (that) 
might be required at some 
time in the future.” 

The mildness of the first 
step has been dictated by 
Prime Minister Trudeaus 
pre-election worries. Faced 
not only with steadily declin¬ 
ing public support, but also 
with growing difficulty to 
raise election funds from the 
harassed business communi¬ 
ty, Mr. Trudeau needed some 
temporary sweetening of the 
bitter atmosphere. Also, with 
the unusual spring rise in un¬ 
employment to 7.4 per cent, 
he couldn’t very well curb 
job-creating investment' be¬ 
fore an election. 

★ ★ ★ 

The move typifies Tru¬ 
deau’s political tactic. He 
starts with stating an extreme 
proposition which creates ap¬ 
prehension. Then follows a 
long period of uncertainty 
during which inspired leaks 
feed tensions and fears. Even¬ 
tually comes the announce¬ 
ment of a milder policy 
which, while moving Trudeau 
closer to his objective, creates 
the impression of a sweet rea¬ 
sonableness and great conces¬ 
sion to his critics. 

After a while, when every¬ 
body gets used to the change, 
he repeats the whole cycle 
until his initially unacceptable 
extreme proposition becomes 
a "moderate’’ goal in light of 
successive escalations of his 
thrusts. 

It’s an adaptation of the old 
Leninist technique of two 
steps forward and one step 
back. A , 

In the case of the long-

It shows that 
popular support of the Liberal 
party has dropped to 39 per 
cent from the 46 per cent in 
the 1968 election, which gave 
Trudeau a secure majority in 
the House of Commons. With 
39 per cent in a four-party 
contest, the best Trudeau can 
hope for is a minority govern¬ 
ment. 

While Trudeau lost ground, 


the Progressive Conservative 
party climbed to 35 per cent 
(from 32 in the 1968 election 
and from the 30 per cent it 
registered last February), 
narrowing the gap from 14 to 
merely 4 per cent.

Defending Mother Nature 
In the Highest Courts 


A BATTLE 4s being waged 
in the U.S. courts to atop 
a new Disneyland in the High 
Sierra, the 'mountains which 
tower like a great wall along 
California’s eastern border. 
There, in the unspoiled wil¬ 
derness of Mineral King Val¬ 
ley. a $35 million recreational 
centre has been planned by 
''Walt Disney Production*, Inc 
Conservationists fear it will 
destroy the area’s great natu¬ 
ral beauty and its wild life. 

♦ ★ ★ 

The Disney vision is of a 
vast commercialized ski re¬ 
sort. with a complex of big 
hotels, motels, swimming 
pools, neon-bright cafes and 
shopping centres which will 
cater to some 14.000 people 
daily. In the past three years 
of argument over Mineral 
King It has become a major 
rallying point for the ecology 
movement. The Supreme 
Court has turned down one 
legal bid to halt the project, 
but environmentalists say this 
is only a temporary defeat. 

It was a narrow decision — 
four to three — based on the 
grounds that the Sierra Club, 
the San Francisco-baSed con¬ 
servationist o r g a n 1 z a tion 
which has assumed a leading 
role in the ecology movement, 
failed to show sufficiently fiat 
it or its members would be 
harmed by the Disney devel¬ 
opment. But the court told the 
club it oould return to a 
lower court vteth an amended 
suit. *' 

It was in 1965 that the U.S. 
Forest Service, a branch of 
the Agriculture Department, 
decided to sell off some 
choice packages of federal 
land around the Sequoia Na¬ 
tional Park.

since then an arduous and 
costly court battle has been 
fought with the Sierra dub. 
which said the Forest Service 
had given Disney the go- 
ahead with no public hearing, 
while the Interior Department 
had illegally Issued permits to 
build a new multi-million dol¬ 
lar highway and power lines 
slap across the adjoining na¬ 
tional park. / 

It was something of a test 
case for the Sierra dub, 
whose actions are frequently 
attacked by big business as 
damaging to commercial 
growth and destined, ultima¬ 
tely. to cause a national 
power shortage. 

California courts ruled that 
the club, as an organization 
influential in determining the 
quality of the environment 
on national and state levels, 
had the right to sue. The mat¬ 
ter was fought all the way up 
to the Supreme Court, which 
has now voted to uphold Dis¬ 
ney and the federal agencies. 

In dissenting from the ma¬ 
jority opinion. Justice William 
O. Douglas — the 72-year-old 
New Dealer, famous as a 
champion of radical youth —■ 
seized the chance to berate 
the Forest Sendee as “no¬ 
torious for its alignment tflth 
the lumber companies.“ ad¬ 
ding that federal agencies at 
large were “notoriously in 
the control of powerful inter¬ 
ests. and manipulated by 
them.’’

“Priceless pieces of Ameri¬ 
cana. valleys and meadows, 
rivers and lakes, are being 
lost or transformed into the 
eventual rubble of our urban 
environment,” asserted Mr.

Club officials say the conse¬ 
quences of the Disney scheme 
for Mineral King Valley can 
be gauged pretty clearly from 
past experiences with tourist 
crowds charging In oa wild 
life preserves. But what the 
Supreme Court has done, In 
effect, Is to rule that gro u ps 
like the oiub are going to have 
to do more than just claim 
they have a right to bring 
suits as the representative of 
some large, ill-defined body. 
Now they must prove that the 
Disney development and the 
government projects which 
accompany it wHl be harmful 
to specific club members.

r Scandal 

Thirteen months ago, Ben¬ 
nett said the government had 
decided to call tor bide on the 
long-awaited pipeline. The 
controversy grew steadily into 
whet Liberal Leader Pet 
McGeer cells “the political 
scandal of the decade.” 

The premier's specifications 
celled for bide on e northern 
route — from Williams Lake 
In the interior to coastal Po¬ 
well River north of Vancouver 
end undersea to Vancouver 
Island at Comox. 

There were five proposals. 
Mines Minister Frank Richter 
announced Sept. 30, 1971, that 
a Vancouver company, Mala¬ 
spina Gas Pipeline Go. Ltd., 
had won cabinet approval 
with a bid of $106 million. 

The opposition parties and 
Vancouver journalists discov¬ 
ered that one of the powers 
behind the Malaspina bid was 
Daniel Ekman, a Vancouver 
public relations consultant 
who is a long-time friend of 
and former executive assis¬ 
tant to Premier Bennett. 

Patronage 

The battle was on. It rum¬ 
bled with increasing ferocity 
through the rest of 1971 and

It was a fantastic kaleido¬

Ground Rule* 

In calling for bids April 39, 
1971, Bennett laid down strin¬ 
gent ground rules and told In¬ 
terested companies to get 
their bids, along with “accept¬ 
able’’ performance bonds into 
the government by July 30 
last year. 

The premier said the pipe¬ 
line had to be constructed, 
owned, operated and main¬ 
tained by a B.C.-incorporated 
company so that the transmis¬ 
sion facilities Would be con¬ 
trolled to the greatest extent 
possible by Canadian resi¬ 
dents of this province. 

10 Per Cent 

At least half the capital had 
to be in the form of shares, 
ownership of which was res¬ 
tricted to Canadians, corpora¬ 
tions that would be customers 
of the system, and B.C. 
Hydro.

No individual or corporation 
would be allowed more than 
10 per cent of the shares with 
the exception of B.C. Hydro, 
which would be allowed up to 
25 per cent. The other half of 
the capital was to be raised 
by bonds or debentures sub¬ 
scribed tor only by the share¬ 
holders. 

Bennett's carefully designed 
conditions went out the win¬ 
dow one by one. 

At this point, Malaspina did 
not exist. The company was 
registered in Victoria May 31, 
1971, and three directors were 
named July 28: Dick Wilson, 
former mayor of Victoria; 
Allan McGavin of McGavin 
Toastmaster Ltd. of__Vgn- 
couver and Dick Whittail of 
Vancouver, a i>artner in Rich¬ 
ardson Securities. 

Secret Meeting 

On Aug. 5, Premier Bennett 
announced that the deadline 
for bids had been extended to 
Sept. 15. Some of the bidders, 
he said, were having prob¬ 
lems meeting the province’s 
routing specifications. 

Alex Macdonald, New Dem¬ 
ocratic Party MLA for Van¬ 
couver East, told a B.C. legis¬ 
lature sitting Feb. 10 this year 
that the Malaspina bid was 
worked out at a secret meet¬ 
ing here in early April — be¬ 
fore Bennett invited the pipe¬ 
line proposals. 

Macdonald, who led the op¬ 
position attack on the project, 
identified the participants as: 
Ekman, Douglas Owen, 
former president of Westcoast 
Transmission Co. Ltd. and an 
unnamed “high-ranking of¬ 
ficial of the pipeline and ser¬ 
vice division of Bechtel 
Corp.,” a huge American firm 
operating in 35 countries. 

Ekman rarely hits the pub¬ 
lic prints. But he brake his 
silence briefly last week to 
give The Canadian Press a 
few details of his role in the 
Malaspina affair. He con¬ 
firmed that he was the man 
who organized Malaspina and

He said he worked for West- 
coast on a contractual basis 
as a consultant until March 31 
last year “when my contract 
expired.” And he flatly denied 
inferences of political pa¬ 
tronage. 

Mines Minister Frank 
Richter announced last Sept. 
18 that five proposals had 
been received. Malaspina. H. 
A. Simons Ltd. of Vancouver 
and Columbia Natural Gas, a 
subsidiary of Trans-Prairie 
Pipeline Ltd. of Edmonton all 
submitted bids on the pre¬ 
mier’s northern route. 

Submit to PUC 

However, B.C. Hydro and 
Island Transmission Co. of 
Nanaimo based their bids on 
a southern route through the 
Greater Vancouver area. 

Eleven days later Richter 
announced that the cabinet 
had decided in favor of Mala¬ 
spina and had “Invited” the 
firm to submit its specifica¬ 
tions to the PUC for approval 
so that work could start as 
soon as possible. 

Richter said two of the 
firms had failed to submit 
performance bonds and had 
their applications rejected on 
that basis. One of these 
turned out to be B.C. Hydro, 
the crown agency with 7,500 
employees and $276 million in 
gross revenues last year. 

Whittail said in an interview 
Sept. 30 that Malaspina had 
been incorporated with $10,000 
equity, fewer than 20 em¬ 
ployees and “no hidden 
partner.” The company, he 
said, had retained Canadian 
Bechtel to handle the engi¬ 
neering. 

The Malaspina bid was the 
highest of the five received, 
but Richter said It “came 
closest” to the government 
specifications. The three other 
companies had estimates in 
the $90 million range. B.C. 
Hydro’s was considerably 
less.

Irked Egypt Finds Gold 
Leaving with Russians 


CAIRO (UPI) — Seventy-one Soviet mili¬ 
tary experts were involved in an 11-hour row 
at the Cairo military airport Monday because 
they refused to declare large quantities of 
gold jewelry they were taking home, reliable 
airport sources said Thursday. 

The sources said the Russians, who had 
ended tours of duty as advisers to the Egyp¬ 
tian armed forces, eventually were allowed 
to leave with their gold bracelets, rings and 
other ornaments after high-level Egyptian- 
Soviet discussions. 

According to the sources, Egyptian cus¬ 
toms officers were tipped the Russians and 
their families were carrying large quantities 
of gold jewelry. No ingots were Involved. 

The sources said the Russians refused to 
be searched. The customs men contacted the 
ministry of the treasury and the war 


ministry and were told to go ahead with their 
search. 

At that stage the Rusaians began taking 
jewelry from their suitcases end putting it on 
their persons. 

After several hours, Soviet Ambassador 
Vlladimir Vinogradov went to see the presi¬ 
dential adviser on national security affairs, 
Hafez Ismail, and said the Incident could ad¬ 
versely affect the treaty of friendship be¬ 
tween Egypt and the Soviet Union. 

Later the authorities agreed to let the So¬ 
viet take their plane to Moscow with what¬ 
ever gold they carried provided they com¬ 
pleted oustoms declarations. Egyptian regu¬ 
lations stafo that travellers may take only 
very smaM quantities of gold, eqidvalent to 
one piece of gold jewelery par person, out of 
the country.

OTTAWA (CP) — The gov¬ 
ernment's 1968-to-1970 foreign 
policy review rankled bureau- 
erata, disappointed academics 
and led to few real changes in 
policy, but it gave the public 
a more realistic sense of Can¬ 
ada's modest role in world af¬ 
fairs. 

This Js the conclusion of 
Bruce Thordarsono's Trudeau 
and Foreign Policy, the latest 
assessment of the foreign poli¬ 
cy of tha Trudeau govern¬ 
ment. It was published this 
week by Oxford University 
Press. 

In a blend of gossipy Jour¬ 
nalism and ecbolarly analysis, 
the author traces the public 
and official debate that was 
•perked by Trudeau’s declara¬ 
tion of a “thorough and com¬ 
prehensive review” of foreign 
policy after he assumed the 
Liberal leadership in 1968. 


The final product, the fix- 
part white paper published in 
1970, was more influenced by 
Trudeau’s own views than by 
any other single source, says 
Thordarson, a recent gradu¬ 
ate of Carleton University’s 
School of International Af¬ 
fairs, 

Neither the bureaucrats, 
who nearly monopolized pol¬ 
icy-making fn the Peareon 
years, nor the academics, who 
raised their voices in the de¬ 
bate, had significant impact 
on the outcome, he asserts.

The three were Dalton 
Camp, former president of the 
Conservative party, James 
Bayrs, a University of Toron¬ 
to political scientist and com¬ 
mentator, and Trudeau. 

Thordarson assumes Camp 
exercised no influence, and a 
Trudeau adviser is Quoted as 
terming Eayrs’s influence ss 
"zero, absolute zero.” 

“It is more than likely that 
It was the prime minister who 
was foe guiding light and who 
provided the de rite r s input 
for foe foreign policy re v iew.” 

Thordarson says (hat im¬ 
pression was reinforced by 
private interviews he had 
with go v ernment officials and 
academics who had sought to 
put their own imprint on the 
review.

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Steelworkers Buck, But... 






Union Shows Solidarity 


By UN PORTER 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian 
nationalism bucked and 
sawed Friday as Canada’s 
largest union, the United 
Steelworkers of America, 
staged a demonstration of 
continental solidarity for in¬ 
ternational president L W. 
Abel. 

The demonstration itself 
was a success as only four of 
more than 330 delegates at 
the Steelworkers’ national pol¬ 
icy conference voted for a 
resolution to break away from 
the giant international union 
to create a new United Steel¬ 
workers of Canada. 

Introducing Abel after the 
vote, William Mahoney, Cana¬ 
dian director of the union, 


told delegates he had ar¬ 
ranged for the resolution to be 
debated first so that the pres¬ 
ident "could hear the views 
expressed." 

But once aroused, the na¬ 
tionalist issue was not to be 
bedded so easily even though 
Abel’s speech dealt plainly, 
and at some length, with the 
matter of autonomy for the 
Canadian branch of the union. 

Abel was interrupted at one 
point when a clutch of outsid¬ 
ers appeared at the door of 
the convention ballroom to 
hurt in an embarrassing ques¬ 
tion about a Steelworkers’ 
local in Hamilton, Ont., that 
has been clapped into trustee¬ 
ship by the union following an 
attempted breakaway. 

The invaders, members of 
the Canadian Liberation 


Front, immediately were re¬ 
pulsed by a couple of union 
delegates and hustled back to 
the street outside the hotel 
they had picketed during the 
two-day meeting.

BONN — The “German hair 
force,” in recent years the 
laughing stock of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization's 
military machine, Will soon be 
no more. 

A West German defence 
ministry spokesman said Fri-. 
day that new orders on the 
permissible length of hair 
would be issued next week. 
He promised there would be 


“no more shaggy dogs” in the 
West German armed forces. 

The German hair force got 
its name from efforts by De- 
fence Minister Helmut 
Schmidt to humanize Bonn’s 
military and make it a more 
comfortable place for citizens 
in uniform. One measure was 
that hair could grow. 

This decree earned Schmidt 
the annual award of the Aa¬ 
chen carnival society, "the 
order of beastly seriousness.” 


was distributed among coun¬ 
cil members this week and 
would go through at least two 
discussion stages before it is 
adopted. 

The proposed bylaw states 
that no person may shout, use 
a megaphone or make other 
noise in or on a street, wharf, 
dock, steamboat landing, rail¬ 
way station or other public 
place "Which disturbs dr 
terids to disturb the quiet, 
peace, rest, enjoyment, com¬ 
fort or convenience of the 
neighborhood or of persons in 
the vicinity thereof.” 

The bylaw will cover areas 
of noise control which are 
beyond the scope of the Crim¬ 
inal Code (for example, creat¬ 
ing a disturbance in a public 
place), B.C. Motor Vehicle 
Act (which regulates against 


noisy mufflers and “squeal¬ 
ing" tires) or the Saanich An¬ 
imals Bylaw (which deals 
with dogs barking). 

The proposed penalties 
under the noise control bylaw 
range from 525 to 1300 for the 
first offence and 550 to 1500 
for subsequent offences. 

The bylaw would include a 
number of exceptions: Police, 
fir# and ambulance warnings, 
bands marching in authorized 
parades, reasonable use of 
amplifier systems for music 


and voice in parks and 
squares, warnings toy vehi¬ 
cle*, boats and trains to avert 
danger and church bells and 
chimes.

•aid. However where the 
projects apply to Indian lands 
and Indians, and are imple¬ 
mented by the province at 
their request, the federal gov¬ 
ernment would pay the 
shareable costs to the extent 
that Indians are involved.

W itness Relates Earlier Argument 

Stabbing Victim Told He Would Be Shot 


About two weeks before 
Russell Streeter died, Ronald 
Fie win had threatened to 
•boot him if he didn’t “hit the 
road,” a friend of Streeter’s 
testified in BjC. Supreme 
Court Friday. 

Flewin, 21, of no fixed 
address, is charged with non¬ 
capital murder in the stab¬ 
bing death of Streeter early in 
the morning of Feb. 24 In the 
parking lot of the Colony 
Motor Inn, 2852 Douglas. 

During the second day of 
the trial before Mr. Justice J. 
G. Ruttan and a 12-man jury, 
Charles Laderout described a 
heated argument between 
Streeter, Flewin, himself and 
others which took place in the 
Colony beer parlor about Feb. 
12 . 

The subject of the argument 
was a girl, Peggy Tych- 
kowsky, Laderout said, and 
Flewin was warning Streeter 
to leave her alone. 

‘Previous testimony during 
the trial showed that Miss 


Tychkowsky hid formerly 
lived with Flewin and had a! 
Child by him but they had 
broken up about two years 
ago.) 

During the argument Fle¬ 
win had told Streeter he 
would shoot him if he didn't 
“hit the road,” Laderout tes¬ 
tified. Under cross-examina¬ 
tion by defence counsel Bob 
Price, he said he was not com¬ 
pletely sure of the words used, 
but it was “a good threat.” 

A fcw seconds after he 
made the threat Flewin ‘‘gave 
a gesture and flashed open his 
coat and I saw* a revolver in 
Ills waistband,” Laderout 
said. 

Under cross-examination by 
Price, Laderout admitted he 
had a knife out during part of 
the argument and was using 
it to clean his nails. 

Laderout said he asked Fle¬ 
win If he had a knife, but Fle¬ 
win didn’t answer “because 
he was too smart.” Laderout , 
said. He said he meant by tills 


that Flewin wouldn’t have 
wanted to start any trouble at 
the time 

He said he had gone to help 
Streeter in the argument be¬ 
cause “Russell was a really 
good friend of mine, a good 
brother.” Both were members 
of the Grim Reapers motorcy¬ 
cle club. 

John Balmer, who knew 
both Flewin and Streeter, tes¬ 
tified he had seen Flewin 
show the revolver from where 
he was sitting in the beer par- 
lew that evening, although he 
had not been near enough to 
hear the threat 

Other testimony Friday de¬ 
scribed a wild melee on the 
Colony parking lot just after 
closing time the morning of 
the death of Streeter, 20, of 
520 Ridley, Col wood. 

Richard Lacey told court 
that about 1:15 a.m.. 15 min¬ 
utes befora closing time, an 
acquaintance of his got in¬ 
volved in e fight with two 
strangers in the beer parlor. 


The strangers got Into e yel¬ 
low sports ear and began 
driving beck end forth across 
the parking lot “zigzagging 
and trying to run people 
down” Lacey testified. 

Balmer testified, that a beer 
bottle had been thrown 
through the car’s windshield 
and there had been argument 
end some fighting between its 
occupants and others on the 
lot. 

Victoria Police Constable 
Frederick Mills told court 
that when he arrived at the 
parking lot about 1:3$ a.m., 
there were about 35 or 40 
youths “milling around in the 
area.” 

He stopped a smaQ sports 
car which was driving around 
in the lot and questioned itr 1 
occupants, he testified. 

While he was talking to 
them, he saw two men oom- 
ing towards his police car, he 
said. One, who was later iden¬ 
tified to him as Streeter “was 
•lumped over, grasping the 


vicinity of hie abdomen ' and 
the other was assisting him 
But before they reached 
Mills. Streeter oodlapsed on 
the ground. He was unoon- 
■cious and breathing “rather 
heavily," the policeman tes¬ 
tified. 

He pulled up Streeter’s 
shirt, found a small cut in his 
abdomen and immediately ra¬ 
dioed for an ambulance. 

Lacey testified that during 
the melee, he left the area of 
the sports car and walked 
over to where Flewin, 
Streeter and Mlsa Tych- 
kowsky were. c- V 
Flewin was yelling at 
Streeter about wanting to see 
his child, Lacey said, but 
Streeter wasn’t saying much 
in reply. After a few minutes 
Flewin "went in at him In the 
chest area with both hands.” 

However, Lacey said, be 
had not seen anything in Fle- 
win’e bands. Streeter moved 
back a couple of feet and 
‘just stood there with a 
•tunned look.” 


Lacey testified he expected 
Streeter to fight back, but he 
didn't. A few seconds later he 
saw blood on the ground and 
asked who was bleeding, but 
no one answered. 

He then asked Streeter if he 
was all right by himself. 

Streeter didn’t answer, but 
Miss Tychkowsky said they 
would be fine because there 
were police all around any¬ 
way. Lacey and Balmer then 
left 

Balmer, Lacey, Streeter 
and Miss Tychkowsky had all 
been drinking in the beer par* 
lor from about 7:30 or 8 p.m. 
until closing time, court was 
told. 

Under questioning from 
Price, Miss Tychkowsky stated 
that she had seen Flewin push 
Streeter, but had never seen 
any weapon. 

The trial continues Monday 
when, crown counsel Kenneth 
Murphy expects to finish the 
crown’s case. Murphy is being 

assisted by Allan Watson.

Third Court by Year End?

A third courtroom is expect¬ 
ed to be operating in the Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court build¬ 
ing at 633 Fisgard by the end 
of this year, The Colonist 
learned Friday. 

Court and Victoria officials 
Indicated that approval of the 
expansion was given within 
the past 10 days by the 
Greater Victoria committee 
which regularly administers 
i ourt operations — the Pro¬ 
vincial Court Committee, with 
the four mayors aa members. 

The building now contains a 
traffic court and general of¬ 
fices on the main floor. Crimi¬ 
nal court and judges’ offices

are directly above while a sep¬ 
arate section contains still 
further offices. 

The officials said the main- 
floor general offices will be 
turned Into a third courtroom 
and an extension will be built 
at the rear of the building far 
the displaced employees. 

A tentative estimate of 
$50,000 has been set for the 
work although some sources 
said the final bill might be 
slightly higher 

Architects have already 
viewed the site and construc¬ 
tion mdst await necessary 
paper work, a call for tenders 
and solution of labor troubles 
In the building industry.

It takes all the work out of 
getting one out of your pock¬ 
et, but doesn’t put it In the 
ground for you. 

The Thomas brothers re¬ 
build used carts and resell 
them for about $700. Where do 
they come from? From trade- 
ins. just like automobiles. 

And, like autos, the major 
cart manufacturers change 
their styling fmm time to 
time to tnoourage salt of new 
fnodels. 

The Thomas br o thers got In 
the bostotee In fte early 1950a 
when Bob ran the cart conces¬ 
sion for Jimmy Hinas at 
Th underhind and Ed took a 
similar job at Bermuda Dunes 
a couple of years later. They 
opened a cart repair garage 
In 1962 and It develop*! Into 
today’s used cart and service 
business. They employ four 
full-time mechanics and have 
their own paint ahop. 

Golf oarts are an offspring 
of electric cars used for han¬ 
dicapped and elderly people 
on city streets for many 
years. 

Bob recalls the pioneer cart 
days: 

"When Thunderbtrd opened, 
everyone had to have a 
caddy, jutt like at other ex¬ 
clusive dubs everywhe r e. One 
day a me mb er showed up 
with a doctor's certificate 
saying he needed to play golf 
for hie health, but he oouldn't 
play unless he was allowed to 



like a second car," said 
Thomas. "Some of them don't 
even play golf. They ride a 
cat* from their home to a 
club for lunch, or maybe a gin 
game, and then back home. 
Some women even go market¬ 
ing in them." 

Carte are legal on city 
streets. If licensed, but they 
must remain on streets where 
there is a 25 mph spaed limit. 
This keeps them off the main 
arteries. Three-wheeled oarts 
are licensed with motorcy¬ 
cles, and four-wheel ere with 
automobiles, as far aa the Ca¬ 
lifornia department of motor 
vehicles la concerned. 

They can be powered either 
electrically or by gasoline. 
The ratio is about three to one 
for battery-powered electric 
carte. 

"On an asphalt street you 
can get up to 50 miles on a 
charge," said Ed Thomas. 
"On a golf oouree, with the 


heavy grass and the ups end 
downs of the fairways, a good 
battery can hold up tor two 


The Thomases have the 
oitfy facility of Its kind in the 
Coachella Valley, where there 


are 32 couraae. They also 
have their own status symbol 
- the Electric Car Invita¬ 
tional golf tournament, to be 
played May 20-21 at Dal Sa¬ 
fari Country Club.

Valdez ‘Fatal Weakness’ 


WASHINGTON (CP) - A 
study commissioned by Cana¬ 
dian and United States fisher¬ 
men says the AJaska port of 
Valdez is -the “fatal 
weakness” in the scheme to 
move oil by pipeline and 
tanker from Alaska to the 
U.S. mainland. 

It suggests that weather 
and navigational hazards 
could interrupt tanker sched¬ 
ules, forcing a close-down o t 
the proposed 790-mile pipeline 
from the North Slope oil de¬ 
posits to Valdez. And it cites 
experience In the Soviet Union 
as indicating that once such a 
line is stopped It is a major 
operation to reopen it. 

“It might take months or 
longer because valves and 
pipes become clogged with 
wax and oongealed residues,” 
it says. 

The report, in the form of 
an analysis of marine impli¬ 
cations of the nine-vokime en¬ 
vironmental impact statement 
issued last month by the U.S. 
interior department, was 
compiled by the Arctic 06. 
Ud., a systems and environ¬ 
mental engineering firm with 
offices in Anchorage, Alaska, 
Montreal and here. 

The 16 organizations spon¬ 
soring the study, released 
hers this week, include the 
Fishing Vessel Owners Asso¬ 
ciation of British Columbia 
and the United Fishermen 
and Allied Workers Union of 
Vanoouvar. 

In summary, the report 
says the interior department 
statement “relies on bland, 
far-reaching assumptions re¬

MOSCOW iReuter) - Wo¬ 
men’s liberation in the Soviet 
Union has a completely dif¬ 
ferent meaning from wliat it 
in the West. 

In tl>e West, it signifies get- 
the ‘same treatment as 
men. But here, where women 
have,'long helped run the 
steamroller* of the workers’ 
it means having a 
to dress and act more 
a woman. 

Some women in modem So¬ 
viet society think they may 
have the worst of both worlds. 
They have opportunities for 
equal work and pay but they 
milfiA still carry on with 
household chores, including 
standing in long shopping 
lines at the end of the day. 

An article on Soviet workers 
in a learned journal called 
Questions of Philosophy said 
women now account for one- 
half of the worker* and office 
staff in the country. 

“Though they have won real 
equality in social labor, this is 
not always combined witjj 
real equality in family life.”

The Community Client of 
Greater Victoria has decided 
to cut off its annual $82,000 
grant to Family and Chil¬ 
dren’s Service at the end of 
this year, president W. H. 
Armstrong announced Friday. 

Reason given for the move 
was the belief of tiie Chest’s 
directors that financing of the 
agency’* services was provid¬ 
ed for by statute and that it is 
no longer appropriate to use 


voluntary funds for this pur¬ 
pose. 

PCS president Waiter Gown- 
den expressed disappointment 
Friday at the move, which he 
said means that there will no 
longer lie direct community 
involvement in helping needy 
. cliildren and families in the 
district. 

“I recognize.” said Gown- 
den, “that the Community 
Chest has it's problems be¬ 
cause of the shortfall last 
year and the year hHore in 


Funds No Longer Appropriate 


fund raising, and I know that 
tiie directors have to solve 
their problems a* best they 
can. 

“However, it is my personal 
belief that in dropping the 
Family and Children’s Ser¬ 
vice they are weakening their 
appeal to the general public. 

"It is easy for people to 


relate to children and families 
in distress and -this has been a 
real plus for the Cheat In ob¬ 
taining contributions." said 
Cownden. 

Cownden agreed that the 
$8*2.000 is a small part of the 
service’s $2,350,000 budget, 
but pointed out that it is a 
substantial turn, the Iom of 


which could lead to cutbacks 
in a«rvice. *•* 

He said there is a possibili¬ 
ty that the loss will be made 
up by the provincial govern¬ 
ment. or that the agency will 
have to consider some kind of 
independent appeal for com¬ 
munity funds. 


’The most important thing 
is that this represents a com¬ 
munity involvement, and I 
just don’t believe that these 
human services should be 
placed totally as a responsi¬ 
bility of government,'' said 
(.Wnden. 

Armstrong aaid that the de¬ 


cision to drop Family and 
Children*# Service will en¬ 
able the Chest to better meet 
the legitimate needs of other 
participating agencies and 
even of those wtio are not 
presently members of the 
United, Appeal. 

Cownden said that 10 or 11 
years ago the original formu¬ 
la for sharing costs of family 
counselling was set up as 75 
per cent from the provincial 
government and 25 per cent 
from the Community Qiest. 


That was changed by mutu¬ 
al arrangement between the 
Chest and the government to 
set annual donation of $82,000 
from the Chest, with the pro¬ 
vincial government providing 
funds for the rest of an ap¬ 
proved budget. 

.Armstrong said the goal for 
this year’s Community Chest 
campaign will be set after the 
budget uofariMtee completes 
its review' of agency budgets 
in June.

— If you count how many

thoughts and company. 

If a family runs into trou¬ 
ble, the reason may lie out¬ 
side the family, in the sur¬ 
rounding circumstances. Try¬ 
ing to solve it inside the fami¬ 
ly won’t work, and may make 
things worse beoause of the 
emotional strains that will re¬ 
sult from effort and failure. 

What is a family anyway? 
What is it supposed to do? Its 
economic functions have 
changed over the centuries, 
the emotional satisfaction pro¬ 
vided there is always a per¬ 
sonal thing, but the one task 
it’s always undertaken has 
been the rearing of children.

Spark Book

PALO ALTO, Oalif. — Too many cooks 
spoil the stew, the saying goes, but Karen 
Croft doesn’t agree. Cooking with five or six 
helpers aroun^ her in the kitchen led to a 
successful venture in the publishing field for 
this high schodraenior. And the helpers were 
ail under five years old! 

Karen has written The Good For Me Cook¬ 
book slanted specifically to 3 to 12-yearoids. 
It contains simple, hearty recipes that can be 
cooked by children, with a minimum of su¬ 
pervision by adults. The 70 pages contain 
kitchen tested recipes from Peanut Butter 
Cake to Mom's Meat Loaf. 

While she was a jurac at CUbberly high 
school in Palo Alto, Karen compiled the reci¬ 
pes and hand lettered the book. She used 
amusing drawings by four and five-year-olds 
to illustrate It. Then she found her own pub¬ 
lisher and the book went into production. 

That was only last October, and the book 
is already in use by such organizations as 
Head Start in San Francisco and Follow 
Through in New York, making Karen Croft 
an excellent example of today’s youth who 
are turning their hands to constructive proj¬ 
ects and spending their leisure time in ser¬ 
vice to others. 

"I tried to use as many natural foods as I 
could,” Karen told us recently over a plate of 
Chinese sweets in the kitchen of her home. 
Then, pushing her long black hair behind her 
ears she related how the unusual book had 
come about. 

She was taking part in her high school’s 
Exploratory Experience Program, an ar¬ 
rangement that gives credit for work outside 


the classroom. In Karen s case this meant 
working in the nearby Greenmeadow Nur¬ 
sery School, a cooperative of which 
mother is director. 

When Karen’s work became centred 
cooking she was appalled to find that some 
the children didn't even know that peas came 
in a pod. 

"They didn't kmw that their did favorite*, 
peanut butter, came from the little oblong 
thing with the shell on it,” she said. “They 
were more familiar with opening cans and 
unwrapping frozen foods, so I began to in¬ 
troduce them to more natural foods." 

Karen brought in fresh vegetables and 
pointed out the differences in textures, 
colors, and odors to the children. She let 
them peel, feel, smell, and slice the vegeta¬ 
bles, which then went into the making of 
their own vegetable soup. 

The children had so much fun with vege¬ 
tables, Karen’s next project was to bring 
flour and let them trickle it between their 
fingers.

laments by Frances Kauf¬ 
man and Shelley List — two 
women who struggle to cope 
alone with the social demands 
of the wile-mother role — call 
for some reality principles. 

I want to suggest that we 
widen the context in which we 
look at these problems. The 
family, (as Talcott Parson 
says), is a subsystem of soci¬ 
ety, not a complete-in-itself 
operating unit. It can’t, there¬ 
fore, resolve dilemmas that 
surrounding circumstances 
create. It’s too small. And 
today, It’s smaller than ever. 

Sociologists still talk about 
"the nuclear family,” but 
Mrs. List's family includes 
only one adult, not two. There 
are 20 million other people 
living in families with one, 
female head. Those are less- 
than-nuclear families. Most 
families today can be de¬ 
scribed as less than nuclear 
^— if you count how many 
working hours fathers and 
children are at home to¬ 
gether, sharing each other’s 
thoughts and company. 

If a family runs into trou¬ 
ble, the reason may lie out¬ 
side the family, in the sur¬ 
rounding circumstances. Try¬ 
ing to solve it inside the fami¬ 
ly won’t work, and may make 
things worse beoause of the 
emotional strains that will re- 
ault from effort and failure. 

What ia a family anyway? 
What is it supposed to do? Its 
* economic functions have 
changed over the centuries, 
the emotional satisfaction pro¬ 
vided there is always a per¬ 
sonal thing, but the one task 
it’s always undertaken has 
been the rearing of children. 
Believe me, working women 
know this just as well as 
mothers who can afford the 
choice to stay home. 


Now, to raise the children 
well, a family has to be clued 
in to the operations of the 
community in which it exists. 
Adults have to understand the 
goals of a society (that 
doesn't mean they have to ap¬ 
prove of them), and show the 
children how to operate within 
the guidelines these goals set. 
Processes of living ought to 
be understandable and open 
to exploration and participa¬ 
tion. 

Families have become iso¬ 
lated from the world of ac¬ 
tion. In his book on the alien¬ 
ated young, The Uncommit¬ 
ted, Prof. Kenneth Keniston of 
Yale dubbed them "home 
havens,” retreats from the 
rat race. No doubt that’s a 
bitter and deserved comment 
on the rat race; but it raises 
a grave question. Can one re¬ 
ally raise children successful¬ 
ly in a residential ghetto, cut 
off from the life of the world? 

This is what women — 
mothers — are charged with 
doing. They have very little 
help. Cross-cultural studies 
show American women have 
less support today from fami¬ 
ly and community than 
mothers In other contem¬ 
porary cultures and much less 
than did their mothers and 
grandmothers. And when they 
Jail, they blame themselves. 
To bear a load of guilt on top 
of the task of doing alone one 
of society’s major jobs is a 
shocking, a crippling burden 
which demands a conscious 
effort to set it right. 

What the family needs is a 
re-creation, artificially, of the 
old community connections, 
the old extended family. Com¬ 
munal living is one way tojjo 
this and T expect it will 
spread in various forms. An- 
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Elizabeth Janetcay is author of

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other^jproach that can easi¬ 
ly be undertaken and could 
have stunning effect is the es¬ 
tablishment of childhood en¬ 
richment centres, or youth en¬ 
vironments, or assemblies for 
educational opportunities. We 
call these places day-care 
centers now, and denigrate 
them In our own minds by 
doing so; for we appear to 
mean no more than places to 
dump children.

won’t ennoble them by itself, 
but adjusting our thinking and 
expectations to match the 
name can do so. I would like 
to see every plant, business, 
commercial establishment or 
gathering place above a mini¬ 
mum size establish such a 
centre, Mothers (or fathers) 
could bring little children with 
them to the places where they 
work, could check on them 
during the day and be with 
them for meals. Older chil¬ 
dren could gather there after 
school. 

In so doing they would re¬ 
create something of the atmo¬ 
sphere of the old-fashioned 
big family which our attention 
to the population explosion 
has got to make less frequent. 
Retired men and women 
could come to talk and play 
with the children, and act as 
the grandparent generation.

Pope Retains Final Word 

Bishop Selection Rules Eased 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) — 
Pope Paul VI said Friday he 
will allow Roman Catholic 
bishops a greater voice in 
choosing their colleagues 
under new rules on the selec¬ 
tion of bishops. 

He also will allow laymen to 
give their opinion on who 
should be a bishop. 

But the pontiff made it 
clear he will keep the final 
word on all appointments. 

The rules, which will come 
into effect May 21, fall abort 
of the democratic election 
process sought by many Cath¬ 
olic liberals. 

The Pope has made it clear 


In the past he does not consid¬ 
er the church to be e demo¬ 
cratic society. 

The rules invite bishops to 
hold regular meetings to draw 
up lists of candidates for the 
episcopate. Their discussions 
must be kept secret. 

The rules state, however, 
that "these lists do not de¬ 
tract from the liberty of the 
Roman Pontiff, who in virtue 
of hit office is always free to 
choose and appoint men who 
are noton the lists." 

In some countries. Including 
the United States, Canada and 
Brazil, bishops already draw 
up lists of possible colleagues 


In other areas, the decision 
making has been left largely 
to papal representatives, 
known as nuncios or dele¬ 
gates. 

The nuncios keep a key role 
in the selection process. Be¬ 
fore any candidate is appoint¬ 
ed bishop, the rules state, the 
Vatican investigates him 
thoroughly, and this enquiry 
"is entrusted to the pontifical 
representative." 

Both the bishops and the 
nuncios may consult "prudent 
and genuinely reliable lay 
people who possess useful in¬ 
formation about the can¬ 
didate." 


The laymen also must vow 
secrecy and can only be ap¬ 
proached on an individual 
basis. It is the bishops and 
nuncios who decide which lay¬ 
men should be approached. 

This ruled out any kind of 
opinion poll, and even less, an 
election for specific episcopal 
candidates. 

"The election of a bishop 
must not become like a politi¬ 
cal campaign," a Vatican 
spokesman said. 

However, Vatican officials 
said the new rules do not pre¬ 


vent bishops or nuncios from 
taking a poll to find out what 
kind of bishop people want, 
providing specific names are 
not mentioned.

Sierra Leone Bishojt: 

Freedom Run 
Kind of Rocky

Most African countries had 
the idea they were es¬ 
tablishing uftopiaa when they 
gained their independence but 
they now understand it means 
getting down to work and 
being unselfish, acoording to 
the Roman Catholic bishop of 
Kenema who is visiting Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Bishop Joseph Ganda, the 
first native bishop of Sierra 
Leone, West Africa, is on the 
Island at the invitation of 
Bishop Remi De Roo of Vic¬ 
toria. 

De Roo, with Father Joseph 
Jackson and Norm Wharf of 
St. Patrick’s Parish, went to 
Kenema for the ordination of 
the African bishop on Feb. 21, 
1971. 

At Rectory 

Ganda, in an Interview at 
the rectory of St. Patrick’s 
Parish, said African countries 
were “going through teething 
troubles.” 

He said many politicians 
were “out for themselves but 
we hope this will pass.’’ 

The 40-year-old bishop sees 
as his own job the building of 
churches, schools and hospi¬ 
tals in a country that has 
come a long way but still has 
to do a lot of catching up. 

But, with its lack of many 
modem conveniences. Sierra 
Leone had, ,and still has, 
assets that sebm to be lacking 
today in western countries. 

“We didn’t realize there 
was so much to build on, so 
much to learn from these peo¬ 
ple,” said Jackson, who spent 
27 years in the country, and is 
a longtime friend of the bish¬ 
op and his family. 

Early missionaries pegged 
Africans as pagans, he said, 
when they showed respect for 
such natural objects as trees 
because they considered them 
the work of God, but the Afri¬ 
cans didn’t believe the tree 
was God. 

Nothing New 

The ooncept of Deity was 
not new to the Africans and 
their languages are full of ref¬ 
erences to God in many of 
their everyday comings and 
goings, Jackson pointed out. 

“There is nobody in Africa 
who doesn’t believe in God,’’ 
is the way Ganda put it. 

Jackson said the people he 
knew in Sierra Leone would 
be horrified If they knew how 
old people were treated in our 
civilization. 
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“They are the most honored 
people in the country," he 
said, “and the home revolves 
around them.’’ 

Before he left on this ex¬ 
tended trip (he’ll be away 
about six months) he had to 
make sure that all his parish¬ 
ioners and all his people knew 
where he was going and how 
long he would be gone. They 
have to know where their 
“big man’’ is, he said. 

Still Family 

When he goes back, and it 
is the same with others in the 
extended family, he will have 
to get together with his family 
and tell them about his trav¬ 
els. Such occasions are impor¬ 
tant and cannot be ignored. 
And when families get to¬ 
gether, it doesn’t matter 
whether they are Catholics, 
Protestants, Moslems or Ani- 
mists, Ganda said. 

"They are still family and 
must be consulted on Impor¬ 
tant occasions, even in the 
choice of a wife.” 

This is one occasion the 
young bishop does not expect 
to participate in. Celibacy in 
his country is highly respect¬ 
ed and he expects to be kept 
busy as \the father of his flock. 

He’ll be asking for financial 
help for Ws many projects as 
he travels around the Island, 
to New York City and to Eng¬ 
land. 

It takes a lot of equipment 
to administer a diocese of 
6,000 square miles where 
there are almost no phones, 
where the pro-cathedral is a 
chapel in a training college 
and schools and hospitals are 
almost non-existent. 

“We are starting the dio¬ 
cese from scratch,” Ganda 
said. 

Irish Order 

Missions have been operat¬ 
ed and staffed by Holy Ghost 
fathers, an Irish order, but 
now that Sierra Leone has its 
own bishop, as Ganda puts it, 
“the church is now a local 
church.” 

The new bishop, who was 
the first member of the 
Mende tribe to become a 
priest, has built a foundation 
of pastoral work and educa¬ 
tion, such as studies in Rome 
and communications instruc¬ 
tion in London and he’ll need 
them in the future. 

And there’s every indication 
that he’ll know how to use 
them. 

His father, now retired, was 
the local school headmaster In 
Serabu, the Ganda family vil¬ 
lage, and among his brothers 
and sisters are found the tal¬ 
ents of an actor, composer, 
diplomat and lawyer. 

‘Lot of Love 

“There’s a lot of love and 
concern in the extended fami¬ 
ly system,” Jackson said. 
“Joseph’s parents had nine 
children and there are still 15 
in the house, even though the 
old man is retired. They are 
children who, for one reason 
or another, needed help and 
now they are all part of the 
family.’’ < 

Ganda’a schedule included 
preaching at SL Patrick’s and 
taking part in a confirmation 
there last Sunday, celebrating 
mass for the graduating class 
at St. Ann’s Academy 
Wednesday and attending 
meetings Tuesday. 

He is scheduled to visit Che- 
mainus, Com ox, Campbell 
River, Kelsey Bay, Cour¬ 
tenay, Duncan and possibly 
other Island centres before 
leaving the end of June.

"This is more possible 
through regional theatre. 
Actors can go where there’s a 
job, or settle down, as some 
would want to do, marry and 
raise a family where there is 
regional theatre and, conse¬ 
quently. a living to be made." 

Ramona would like to see 
more interchange of actors 
among the regions. In this 
connection, she suggests it 
would be nice if transpor¬ 
tation companies gave rates 
to actors, as they do for com¬ 
mercial travellers. 

“The only way a regional 
theatre can survive," she 
said, “is if the people of that 
particular region gets behind 
it — the industries and the 
merchants with contributions, 
but particularly the general 
public, the chief benefactors 
of a good theatre. 

“This can be done not just 
by buying tickets to go to a 
show, but by subscriptions 
which can be the backbone of 
the theatre. The better a 
theatre does by way of sub¬ 
scriptions, the better it will do 
by way of such grants as 
th>se of Canada Council. 

“Moneywise, a subscription 
is a good investment. The 
l»uyer is nr* just being kind; 
he’s getting good value, and 
creating employment for peo¬ 
ple who are not entirely exhi¬ 
bitionists, but who like acting,

The Double Standard 


It’s interesting, and a little 
sad, to see how people’s 
minds work in air-tight com¬ 
partments, so that what they 
believe In one area, they re¬ 
ject in another. 

We were talking about stu¬ 
dent protests, and nearly ev¬ 
eryone at the table agreed 
that students had no right to 
break college laws and regu¬ 
lations while engaging in ac¬ 
tivities, even for the best mo¬ 
tives. 

Then the conversation 
switched to Eddie Egan, the 
New York narcotics cop fea¬ 
tured in The French Connec¬ 
tion, who was dropped from 
the force just before his retir¬ 
ement pension became due.

And nearly everyone at the 
table agreed that Egan was 


“morally right” in bending or 
subverting police department 
regulations so that he could 
break out of the red tape and 
apprehend more narcotics of¬ 
fenders. In this case, they 
thought, two wrongs did make 
a right. 

But this was only because 
they disapprove of collegiate 
activists and approve of po¬ 
lice crackdowns on narcotics 
pushers. They could not see 
that the two instances are 
quite almilar examples of a 
moral question: does a right 
end justify a wrong means? 

You can’t have it both 
ways; you can’t say that the 
people you disapprove of must 
work within the law, but those 
you approve of may work out¬ 
side of it. 

This is our favorite form of 


crooked thinking, however; 
we don’t judge matters on 
any firm principles, but ac¬ 
cording to whether we like or 
dislike who is doing what, and 
for which reason.

In my view, both Egan and 
the collegians are wrong when 
they willfully break the law 
and resort to violence in any 
form. And Egan is even more 
culpable: the students are 
young and ignorant, but he is 
supposed to be mature and, 
moreover, is sworn to uphold 
the law, whether or not he 
personally agrees with it. 

If poliqe bureaucracy does 
restrain officers from effic- 
t i v e 1 y nabbing narcotics 
pushers — and I’m sure it 
does — then Egan and his 
fellow policemen sitould work 


to get the laws changed or the 
regulations adjusted. 

To take the law into one’s 
own hands is far more hei¬ 
nous for a policeman than for 
a college student, for this atti¬ 
tude strikes at the very roots 
of civil peace and justice. 

Yet most people are willing 
to look the other way. or even 
to applaud Egan as a "hero”, 
while at the same time con¬ 
demning students who -flout 
college rules to achieve their 
ends. 

This sort of subjectivism, 
this form of moral relativism, 
undercuts all rational judg¬ 
ment and makes a mockery 
of “fairness under the law.” 

There can he no more dan¬ 
gerous exception to this doc¬ 
trine than the policeman in a 
- hur;y to na!:e a p’n- h.

Sunless Beds 


Yesterday we were discussing & 
problem flower bed we had out around 
the front of our last home — a strip 40 
feet long but only 16 inches wide, bor¬ 
dering our driveway — and of our 
search for bedding plants of the right 
growth habits and dimensions to furnish 
this awkwardly shaped plot. Salvia 
always made a good showing, particu¬ 
larly the shorted, more compact varie¬ 
ties such as Hot Jazz, Jet Fire and St. 
John's Fire. Other successful plantings 
were made with dw arf bedding petunias 
and the low-growing types of marigold. 

Judging by my mail, quite a few of 
my readers have problem beds of their 
own. difficult to furnish properly, and 
one of the most common Is the bed on 
the north side of the house. Here, the 
complicating factor is not so much awk¬ 
ward dimensions as sheer lack of sun¬ 
shine. 

None of the ordinary annual flowers 
will perform well in sunless locations, 
for the very nature of an annual de¬ 
mands sunlight, the power from which 
all plants derive their growth. An annu¬ 
al must do all its growing, flowering 
and seeding in just one single summer, 
and to complete a full cycle of growth 
at such high speed requires ample sun¬ 
shine.

Dwarf blue lobelia and the white or 
mauve sweet alysaum can get along 
with rather less sunshine than most an¬ 


nual bedding plants, but these flowers 
don’t make much of a showing when 
grown by themselves. Their proper 
function is edging — providing a low 
border of contrasting color around a 
bed of taller flowers. 

I had this problem In a tiny flower 
bed bordering the stair well leading to 
the basement entrance of our previous 
home. It was on the northwest side of 
the h use and got n > sun at all until 
four o’clock in the afternoon, and even 
that wasn't undiluted sunahine, for 
there were tall trees nearby. This 
looked to me like a good spot for pan¬ 
sies, but evidently pansies need more 
sun than I could provide, for my plants 
grew straggly and unbeautiful. Forget- 
me-nots, too, became too tall and too 
floppy. 

A A A 

Violas did a lot better for me than 
their cousins, the pansies, and we had a 
most pleasing display one year with an 
apricot-colored variety called Chan- 
treyland which lit up the rather gloomy 
site like a ray of sunshine. Another year 
we used Viola Scottish Yellow, with 
flowers almost as big as pansies. Violas 
do best when plenty of leafrmuld or 
ripe compost Is Incorporated In the soil. 

Tuberous begonias do well In shade 
and we use them extensively In the 
tree-shaded portions of our garden, but 
plants of the ordinary varieties were too 


tall for my tiny problem bed, only 10 
feet long and a foot wide. 

The multiflora begonias are much 
shorter and smaller plants, and thesa 
did very well indeed although they are 
supposed to require more sun than ordi¬ 
nary tuberous begonias. The flowers 
are much smaller and are borne In 
dense dusters, making a grand show¬ 
ing. 

I lost my multiflora begonia bulbs in 
their second year through storage rot — 
the bulbs are smaller and more difficult 
to bring safely through the winter — so 
(he following year they were replaced 
with fibrous-rooted begonias. These 
were purchased as started plants al¬ 
most ready to start dooming, and these 
put on an even better show than the 
multifloras. The. plants are expensive, 
though, and they have to be replaced 
every spring. 

Actually, by far the most satisfac¬ 
tory small beddihg plant I have found 
for this particular set of conditions is 
Impatiens, which is an outdoor version 
of the familiar houseplant Bussy Lizzie. 
I used a very dwarf variety called 
Orange Baby, making a mound only six 
inches high and ten inches across, and 
with very bright orange flowers pro¬ 
duced all summer long. Other good 
varieties are Hybrid Elfin in pink, rose, 
white, salmon or crimson, and Hybrid 
Imp, in the same colors plus purple, 
flame and orange.

Toronto Main Target-Trudeau 

Cities Growth Curb Studied 


VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Layoffs were reported in re¬ 
lated industries Friday follow ¬ 
ing union executives’ rejec¬ 
tion Thursday ot provincial 
labor minister James Cha- 
bot’i latest bid to end the con¬ 
struction tie-up in British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

Comparries supplying the 
construction industry with 
such building materials as 
concrete, aluminum and gl. 
said they have reduced their 
work forces because of a drop 
in business. 

The layoffs so far were re¬ 
ported to be minor and do not 
appear to have affected man¬ 
ufacturers of steel and wood 
products. 

But company spokesmen 
said they expect more serious 
cutbacks if the construction 
tie-up continues. 

Jim Kinnaird, president of 
the B.C.-Yutoon Budding 
I'rades Council, said it took 
the council’s correlating com¬ 
mittee about five minutes 
Thursday to reject Chabot’s 
proposal, which contained 
binding arbitration. 

The proposal, Chabot told 
reporters, involved a 30-day 
respite from strike-lockout ac¬ 
tion while the unions and the 
Canadian Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation attempt once again 
to negotiate a settlement. 

Failing that, a three-man 
arbitration board to settle the 
salary issue by binding arbi¬ 
tration would be set up. 

Despite the unions’ rejec¬ 
tion of the proposal, Kinnaird 
said he still holds out some 
hope for talks between the 
council and the CLRA, which 
locked the construction unions 
out April 28. 

Ocean Cement Ltd. reported 
It has laid off between 30 and 
GO men, about 40 per cent of 
its production workers. 

A spokesman said the con¬ 
struction tie-up is the main 
reason for the layoffs, al¬ 
though the Greater Vancouver 
civic workers’ strike has also 
affected operations by halting 
inspections. Issuing of permits 
and access to housing starts. 

Canada Cement Lafarge 
Ltd. reported that a “fair 
drop” in consumption of its 
products has resulted in some 
layoffs of delivery workers, 
but a spokesman would not 
give a figure. 

Pollution Trial 
Postponed 

SALMO (CP) — Canadian 
Explorations Co. Ltd., 
charged with polluting the 
north and south arms of the 
Salmo River, will go to trial 
June 29 or June 30. The com¬ 
pany was scheduled for trial 
Thursday, but crown counsel 
amended its information to in¬ 
clude a greater length ot time 
than originally .specified.

Bourassa issued a statement at the start 
of an evening news conference, saying the 
civil service portfolio has been switched to 
Labor Minister Jean Coumoyer from Jean- 
Paul L'Allier, who will bead the new working 
gitiup. 

L’Allier also terrains communications 
minister and Coumoyer, successor to the late , 
Pierre Laporte in the labor portfolio, will 
keep that job as well.

An 11-day general stilke in the province 
last month by more than 200.000 public em¬ 
ployees led to sentencing of three top labor 
leaders to one-year prison terms.

Courtenay Fire Sparks Action 


Smoking Ban in Schools 


COURTENAY - School 
trustees have acted decisively 
in firming up their existing 
policy regarding smoking in 
schools. 

The action came after a fire 
in the basement of the old 
annex at Comox Elementary 
School where two students 
had dropped matches and cig¬ 
arette ends through a knot 
hole in a partition. The fire 
caused 592 damage. 

^The students were dis¬ 
missed from school on April 


27, the day after the fire and 
were reinstated by the board 
at the meeting of May 8 with 
the cost of repairs assessed 
equally between the two fami¬ 
lies. 

The board then made a poli¬ 
cy decision: “Except where 
otherwise expressly approved 
by the board, smoking shall 
be prohibited in any school 
building or immediately ad¬ 
jacent thereto. Breech of this 
policy will result in immedi¬ 
ate dismissal from school of 


the offending student and the 
case referred to the board of 
school trustees.’’ 

Trustee William Bailey 
said: “We are not\ pontifi¬ 
cating about the evil of smok¬ 
ing although it is a filthy and 
harmful habit; we are con¬ 
cerned with the protection of 
public property.” 

The board has recently au¬ 
thorized the commencement 
of the design work and in¬ 
stallation of smoke-flame de¬ 


tectors in the major schools of 
the district at an estimated 
cost of 560,000. 

Stan Rowe, director of pro¬ 
perties, observed that much 
of the smoking in schools is 
done in washrooms. He 
suggested that a sight screen 
inside the washroom and the 
removal of the door between 
the corridor and the 
washroom would make en¬ 
forcement of the board’s poli¬ 
cy easier. His suggestion was 
approved. 


B.C. Labor Minister James 
Chabot talked Friday with 
both parties in the stalled 
ooast woodworkers negotia¬ 
tions and said later that he 
hoped to be able to make rec¬ 
ommendations next week that 
would get the two sides back 
to the bargaining table. 

Chabot met separately in 
Victoria with officials of 
Forest Industrial Relations 
and the International Wood¬ 
workers of America. 

“I met with both sides to es¬ 
tablish where we are going,’* 
Chabot said in an interview 
later. “The meeting w r as 
called to explore the situation 
as it stands on contract nego¬ 
tiations. 

Chabot said the Friday 
talks, conducted behind closed 
doors, would give him an op¬ 
portunity to assess the situa¬ 
tion and make it possible for 
him to “make certain recom¬ 
mendations that might get the 
parties back to the bargaining 
table again.” 

Negotiations between FIR, 
which represents 115 forest 
companies, and the 28,000 
coast region woodworkers 
(Mainland coast and Van¬ 
couver Island) broke down 
early last month. 

IWA regional vice-president 
Jack Moore said after meet¬ 
ing with Chabot that their talk 
was “kind of a preliminary 
discussion on how to get nego¬ 
tiations going.” 

4 The current coast contract 
expires June 15. The IWA haa 
proposed a 51-an-hour across- 
the-board increase plus a 
number of wage adjustments 
and vacation improvements 
among other items.

Resort Town 
Seeks Bypass 

PAiRKSVTLLE — Members 
of Parksville Ratepayers’ As¬ 
sociation approved a motion 
at the May meeting to join 
other groups in requesting the 
Minister of Highways to con¬ 
sider the provision of a traffic 
bypass for Parksville. In a 
brief to be sent to the High¬ 
ways Minister Wesley Black, 
various points were stressed 
on Ahe urgent need for a route 
around the business area of 
Parksville — including the 
often hazardous conditions at 
the Intersection of the two 
main highways as the result 
of heavy truck traffic. 


“We’d like to negotiate 
without third party interfer¬

Pope Retains Final Word 


Bishop Selection Rules Eased 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) — 
Pope Paul VI said Friday he 
will allow Roman Catholic 
bishops a greater voice in 
choosing their colleagues 
under new rules on the selec¬ 
tion of bishops. 

He atao will allow laymen to 
give their opinion on who 
should be a bishop. 

But the pontiff made it 
clear he will keep the final 
word on all appointments. 

The rules, which will come 
into effect May 21, fall short 
of the democratic election 
process sought by many Cath¬ 
olic liberals. 

The Pope has made k clear 


in the past he does not consid¬ 
er the church to be a demo¬ 
cratic society. 

The rules invite bishops to 
hold regular meetings to draw 
up lists of candidates for the 
episcopate. Their discussions 
must be kept secret. 

The rules state, however, 
that “these lists do not de¬ 
tract from the liberty of the 
Roman Pontiff, who in virtue 
of his office is always free to 
choose and appoint men who 
are not on the lists.” 

In some countries, including 
the United States. Canada and 
Brazil, bishops already draw 
up lists of possible colleagues. 


In other areas, the decision 
making has been left largely 
to papal representatives, 
known as nuncios or dele¬ 
gates. 

The nuncios keep a key role 
in the selection process. Be¬ 
fore any candidate is appoint¬ 
ed bishop, the rules state, the 
Vatican investigates him 
thoroughly, and this enquiry 
"is entrusted to the pontifical 
representative.” 

Both the bishops and the 
nuncios may consult “prudent 
and genuinely reliable lay 
people who possets useful in¬ 
formation about the can¬ 
didate.” 


The laymen also must vow 
secrecy and can only be ap¬ 
proached on an-, individual 
basis. It is the bishops and 
nuncios who decide which lay¬ 
men should be approached. 

This ruled out any kind of 
opinion poll, and even less, an 
election for specific episcopal 
candidates.

With the professional, it’s 
job; it’s a means of earning 
money. 

"This is more possible 
through regional theatre. 
A-rtore can go where there’s a 
job, or settle down, as some 
would want to do. marry and 
raise a family where there is 
regional theatre and, conse¬ 
quently, a living to be made." 

Ramona would like to see 
more interchange of actors 
among the regions. In this 
connection, she suggests it 
would be nice if transpor¬ 
tation companies gave rates 
to actors, as they do for com¬ 
mercial travellers. 

"The only way a regional 
theatre can survive,” she 
said, "is if the people of that 
particular region gets behind 
it — the industries and the 
merchants with contributions, 
but particularly the general 
public, the chief benefactors 
of a good theatre. 

"This can be done not just 
by buying tickets to go to a 
show, but by subscriptions 
which can be the backbone of 
the theatre. The better a 
theatre does by way of sub¬ 
scriptions, the better it will do 
by way of such grants- as 
4h»se of Canada Council. 

"Moneywise, a subscription 
Is a good investment. The 
buyer is not just being kind; 
he’s getting good value, and 
creating employment for peo¬ 
ple who are not entirely exhi¬ 
bitionists, but who like acting, 
and want to do what they can 
do. 

Ramona found support for 
theatre was strong, and grow¬ 
ing, in New Brunswick, a 
province not known for its 
wealth. She met an old friend 
from years past who liv^d 
miles from the nearest 
theatre, but who said she’d be 
seeing the show because she 
was a subscriber. 

Ticket sales for the Theatre 
New Brunswick tour, inciden¬ 
tally, climbed from about 
$22,000 in the first year, 1969, 
to $44,000 this year — doubled 
in four years. 

There’s one other thing 
members of the public could 
do. Ramona feels. 

Actors are very often people 
away from home, living in 
hotels or motels, eating in 
restaurants, missing sadly the 
home touch. Why wouldn’t it 
be possible to invite them for 
a home-cooked meal in home¬ 
like surroundings? 

"This is what actors miss 
most, and something for 
which they’re avid. It would 
be a fine, gracious gesture to 
invite them, whether you 
know them or not. to have a 
bite in the atmosphere of a 
home after the play. 

"People might be surprised 
to discover that the actor, be¬ 
sides being grateful, is a nice 
person to know. 4 ’

QUEBEC lCP> — The hot civil service 
portfolio changed hands Friday as Quebec 
Premier Robert Bourassa set up a working 
group to head off public sendee disputes of 
the type that has led to a province-widp wave 
of labor turmoil. 

The announcement was made as the prov¬ 
ince went through its fourth consecutive day 
of strikes, demonstrations and disruptions of 
work in the public and private sector. 

Bourassa issued a statement at the start 
of an evening newf conference, saying the 
civil service portfolio had been switched to 
Labor Minister Jean Cbumoyer from Jeun- 
Pauf L'Aliier, who will head the new working 
gixxip. 

L’AUier also remains communications 
minister and Cburnoyer, successor to the late 
Pierre Laporte in the labor portfolio, will 
keep that job as well. 

The premier said the task of the working 
group will be to examine the whole question 


of labor relations in the public and para- 
public sectors of the Quebec economy. 

An 11-day general strike in the province 
last month by more than 200.000 public em¬ 
ployees led to sentencing of three top labor 
leaders to one-year prison terms. They en¬ 
tered prison Tuesday, touching off the round 
of protests that continued to mount Friday. 

The premier said the working group will 
be charged with finding ways to avoid “oer-- 
tain difficult situations of the kind that came 
up in hospitals during the last public strike.” 

Bourassa also told rejxjrtei-s at the news 
conference that the changes received unani¬ 
mous approval from the cabinet. 

L'Aliier had made a statement on the 
public sendee dispute euriier in the day in 
the national assembly, saying a two-year 
contract would be ready to lie imiwsed next 
month by the government. 

As the government moves were unveiled 
and Lie n rmal work week ended, thousands 


of Queliecers regained off the job. from 
Sept-Ues, a St. Lawrence Gulf port in the 
northeast, to Rouyn-Noranda, near the On¬ 
tario border in the northwest. 

Late in the day. officials of the Alliance, 
des Professeurs de Montreal reported getting 
several anonymous telephone calls Friday 
saying president Rol>ert Chagnon had been 
kidnapped. Police said later they had been 
told by relatives he was in Quebec City, and 
in no danger. 

A 24-hour strike by CBC journalists began 
at 6 p.m. Friday, halting newsroom work in 
French and English in the province. 

Another 24-hour walkout began near mid¬ 
afternoon Friday at Le Soleil here and the 
m.lining daily was n^t expected to publish 
today. 

In Montreal, newsroom employees at Le 
Devoir said they would hold a 24-hour strike 
at that morning daily at an “opportune” but 
uns(>ecified time. 


The Star, The Gazette and La Presse all 
said they w mid publish t xlay. 

The CBC workers voted 53 to 44 across the 
province to walk out. At least some English- 
language members of the newsroom staffs 
were reported unhappy with the action. 

There has been no finn estimate of the 
number of workers out at any given time 
across the province. There are about 702.000 
union members among Quebec’s work force 
of 2.344.000. 

A union rally that ended peacefully in 
Montreal Friday drew between 4.000 and 
5.000 persons. Elsewhere in Montreal, one 
man was arrested for cutting cables on a 
parked subway train, police said. 

The provincial capital and Montreal were 
hit hard, especially in the area of com¬ 
munications, a favorite target of protesters 
who have taken over at least nine radio sta¬ 
tions and a television station, mainly for

This has occurred during a 
period of recession which 
nagged show business through 
th 1960s and has been greatly 
aggravated in recent years by 
the end of cigarette commer¬ 
cials and increasing demands 
by vocal citizen groups and 
government for more quality 
and less violence In pro¬ 
grams. 

Goal Won 

A similar anti-trust suit was 
started by the U.S. justice de¬ 
partment in 1937 again* tha 
major Hollywood movie stu¬ 
dios, who were often able to 
keep Independently - produced 
movies out of their theatres. 
It took eight years but the 
goal was won when tha stu¬ 
dios got out of the theatre- 
owning business. 

Is it any different this time? 

Well, since the quiz scan¬ 
dals, the TV networks have 
had final say on what they 
show and often ordered It in 
advance. The Hollywood stu¬ 
dios filmed the programs for 
fixed fees that often were 
below costs and frequently 
and to give the networks part 
of the action. 

Show-business insiders 
agree the networks have 
made most of their profits in 
recent jears by what they 
charged sponsors for the pro¬ 
grams rather than by their 
part-ownership of programs. 
But they also agree the fixed 
fees, advance orders and own¬ 
ership deals have been wrong. 

It is these things that the 
anti-trust suit Is aimed at— 
but Justice’s arrows may hit 
other targets. If the networks 
continue to pick their pro¬ 
grams but the choice has to 
be made from what produc¬ 
ers, sponsors and ad agencies 
decide the public wants, who 
will really be in control? 

Brass Backing 

Put it this way — can you 
imagine a sponsor or an ad 
agency coming up with All in 
the Family? Of course not. It 
was proposed by two produc¬ 
ers but never would hav# 
made the CBS schedule with¬ 


out the support of CBS brass, 
who talked sponsors Into 
backing It. 

The anti-trust suit specifi¬ 
cally exempts news, public af¬ 
fairs, documentary and sports 
programs but can you imag¬ 
ine any sponsor or ad agency 
gambling with such network- 
owned quality shows as 
Young Peoples Conceits, 
Take a Giant Step and Curios¬ 
ity Shop? Their ratings would 
kill them without their net¬ 
work protection. 

It seems to be a fact adver¬ 
tisers and their agencies don't 
want the program control that 
the suit would give them. The 
*100,000 cost for a pilot that a 
network can work off by show¬ 
ing the pilot or writing ft off 
might not be chanced by the 
advertiser. 

Instead, he would stick with 
a show that is already popu¬ 
lar or replace an unpopular 
program with a cheaper one. 
That means the suit could re¬ 
sult in the same old sameness 
—or worse. 

Whipping Brry g 

Actually, the word Is the 
U.S. justice department has 
had 1 the suit In its files since 
1969. Since that time, the Fed¬ 
eral Communications Com- | 
mission has issued orders put¬ 
ting most of the suit’s de¬ 
mands — like elimination of 
program ownership — In ef¬ 
fect. 

Show business is rife with 
rumors about why the depart- | 
ment acted when It did. They 
Include a lot of talk about 
Spiro Agnew and his broad¬ 
casts rs-are-whipping-boys pol¬ 
icy but they all boll down to 
the fact there is a VS. elec¬ 
tion this year and Richard 
Nixon wants votes. 

However, the point is aca- | 
decnic. Regardless of whether 
the suit Is a good Idea or ill- 
conceived, ft is In the courts 
to stay for several yean. 
Basic TV network program 
policies won’t change much 
for better or tor worse while 
the final decision is awaited.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Stan 
Freberg, who makes people 
laugh when he Is selling them 
something, says he thinks 
there is too much “trickery” 
and not enough truth and 
taste In television and radio 
commercials. 

“In fact, there is something 
bordering on fraud in it,” said 
Freberg, the comedian turned 
commercial maker. * 

“In other wards, showing a 
before-and-after sequence to 
argue that a girl will catch a 
man because her bread) 
smells sweeter, or because 
she uses a particular deo¬ 
dorant. Is stretchfng the 
truth,’’ said Freberg. "It Is a 
form of trickery.” 

The public is not easily de¬ 
ceived, however, said Fre¬ 
berg, whose record hits have 
included St George and the 
Dragon and United States of 
America. 

“The viewers are not idiots 
and many of them do not be¬ 
lieve that sort of thing," be 
argued. Few are going to buy 
ships or sealing wax if they 
don’t have confidence that a 
product will serve a real pur- 
pose. 

Freberg, whose comedy 
albums and commercials 
have a satiric flavor, believes 
the principal fling a commer¬ 
cial can do is to identify a 
product or service for the con¬ 
sumer. The first objective is 
to attract the television 
viewer’s attention, “and that 
puts you at a disadvantage 
from the start,” Stan said. 

How do you achieve this? 
“It Is intuitive, a gift,” Fre¬ 


berg says without false mod- 
esty about his own approach. 

“You also put yourself in 
the shoes of the consumer. 
You don’t take the position 
you are selling someone with 
the mentality of a six-year-old 
child.” 

Humor Is a principal ingre¬ 
dient at the Frebeig ap¬ 
proach. And more and more 
sponsors are finding people do 
pay attention when they 
laugh. 

“You can contribute to en¬ 
tertaining the audience.” said 
Freberg, whose most success¬ 
ful campaigns have included 
Chung King, Pittsburgh Paint 
and American Soup Cb. For 
the last, he capitalized on the 
appeal of nostalgia by having 
Ann Miller tap dance with a 
chorus on s giant replica of a 
soup can. 

"The thing is, you do not 
have to lie about the prod¬ 
uct,” ‘said Freberg, whose 

“message” seldom gets into 
the ingredients of a product, 
nor makes extravagant 
claims. 

Freberg is critical of any 
commercial which makes a 
claim for a medicine that la 
unrealistic and could mislead

Freberg contends that per¬ 
haps the most important thing 
a good commercial can do is 
“to build a warm image for
